The DCS 5000 / RedWolf system has received Approval To Operate (ATO) from SecD based on a 
type certification and accreditation process. I will be providing copies of all relevant C&A 
documentation, including the System Security Plan, the User's Guide and Privileged User's Guide, 
and the Implementation/Migration Plan which will lay out the processes and timetable for deploying 
the approved security configuration and policies to the field systems. 

In preparation for this deployment, request that Field Office TA/TS/TTA personnel review the 
attached spreadsheet containing key support personnel. It lists 

System Administrators/Alternates - those who are primarily responsible for day to day administration 
of the system, adding new users, etc. 


Software POCs - those individuals (government) to whom we should send any software updates for 
the system.
